The main 
bulwark protecting unions in their 
abuse of power is the closed shop. 

“If we abolish the closed shop,” 
he explained smilingly, “other abuses 
within labor unions will be abol- 
ished by the rank and file or union 
members themselves.” 

Ball explained that he proposes 
to eliminate the clause in the Wag- 
ner Labor Relations Act sanction- 
ing the closed shop and claimed 
that a majority in Congress believes 
“there has never been any justifica- 
tion for the closed shop. It is the 
most illiberal practice in the labor 
movement.” 


A. F. of L. URGES 
HASSLER TO TAKE THE 
CITY MANAGER POST

ment November 4th the question of 
convicting President James. C. Pe- 
trillo of the American Federation of 
Musicians (AFL) for violation of 
the Lea act. 

Penalties of one year’s imprison- 
ment and $1,000 fine face Petrillo if 
he is convicted for calling a strike 
of three record handlers at radio 
station WAAF here when the sta- 
tion refused to hire three additional 
musicians. The act prohibits the 
use of force, threats or “other 
means” to compel stations to hire 
more employes than they want. 

Admitting that Petrillo had vio- 
lated the act, AFL Attorney Joseph 
A. Padway, in a 3-hour argument, 
contended that the case should be 
dismissed on the ground that the 
law is unconstitutional. 

While John S. Pratt, special as- 
sistant attorney general, accused 
Petrillo of leading a racketeering 
organization that has extorted mil- 
lions of dollars from the radio in- 
dustry, Padway pointed out that the 
union leader was actually fighting 
for musicians displaced from their 
jobs by the sound movies, phono- 
graphs, radio stations and juke 
boxes. 

Padway gave an exhaustive analy- 
sis of the act, charging it was in- 
valid because it abridged freedom 
of speech, imposed involuntary ser- 
vitude on workers and was discrim- 
inatory because it applied only to 
the radio industry. 

The suit was brought by the gov- 
ernment as a test case of the mea-

SAN FRANCISCO.—In spite of 
the fact that the California State 
Federation of Labor wrote some 
time ago to the various insurance 
earriers requesting that they sub- 
mit any proposed plan covering dis- 
ability insurance from non-indus- 
trial causes, very few such plans 
were received, and those only at 
the last minute. Failure of insur- 
ance carriers who are going to issue 
such plans to cooperate with the 
Federation should place the unions 
under guard against concurring in 
any such plan. 

It must be remembered that the 
State plan, which goes into effect 
December Ist, will cover the indi- 
vidual employes, so that the union 
membership will be covered by it in 
lieu of any individual voluntary 
plan.

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Huge Climb in Costs of Living 


Revealed in Study of Food Ads 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The al- 
most unbelievable climb in living 
costs in the United States in the 
last seven years is thrown into bold 
relief by a comparison of food ad- 
vertisements published in Washing- 
ton newspapers in June, 1939, and 
those appearing November 1, 1946. 

Increases as high as 500 and 600 
per cent were noted in basic and 
routine items on the average Amer- 
ican table. 


In the field of meat an examina- 
tion of the advertisements by the 
same chain store revealed that rib 
roast of beef on June 23, 1939, was 
being sold in Washington at 25c a 
pound, and had soared by Novem- 
ber 1, 1946 to 60c a pound. 

Chuck roast, which seven years 
ago sold for from 15 to 17 cents per 
pound, is being currently offered at 
45 cents. 

Leg o’ lamb, which went begging 
at 27 cents a pound, now draws 55 
cents, if and when it can be had. 

Pork roast in the middle of 1939 
was being advertised here at 11 
cents a pound. Today it was listed 
at 63 cents a pound. 

Hams, which sold seven years 
ago at 25 cents a pound, today bring 
49 cents. 

Veal cutlets, priced at 33 cents 
in 1939, today are 69 cents a pound. 

Eggs were advertised in 1939 at 
two dozen for 35 cents. Today a

Peas back in 1939, in No. 2 cans, 
were being advertised two cans for 
23 cents. Today they are being of- 
fered at from 13 to 29 cents for the 
same size can. 


Coffe was being advertised in 
1939 at two pounds for 35 cents. To- 
day the same brand is being offered 
at two pounds for 61 cents. 

Tuna fish, which seven years ago 
sold at two seven-ounce cans for 23 
cents, today costs 34 cents per can. 

Sliced peaches, which could be 
purchased in 1939 at two cans for 
25 cents, now sell for 25 cents per 
can, 


These are only a few typical ex- 
amples of the enormous soaring in 
American living costs within the 
last seven years.

Bureau of Labor Statistics reveals 
that large numbers of veterans are 
not availing themselves of their re- 
employment rights, but, instead, are 
entering new fields.

The Bureau’s survey, based on 
interviews with 2400 veterans, shows 
that more of the older men 
have returned to their pre-service 
jobs, dut to the fact that they prob- 
ably have greater family responsi- 
bilities and are more cautious about 
their reemployment 
rights.

The A. F. of L. is now urging its 
affiliates to pay considerable at- 
tention to this matter of increased 
productivity and to secure for its 
members the benefits of increased 
productivity in negotiating wage 
agreements. Two suggestions are 
made as to the means whereby this 
may be accomplished. 

The first suggestion is to request 
the employer for a copy of the com- 
pany’s financial statement, such as 
is given to the stockholders. Such 
reports should cover comparable 
periods in 1945 and 1946. In brief, 
total labor costs should be obtained 
from the employer which the union 
can adjust by the proposed wage in- 
crease, and its effect on net profits 
before the taxes can be checked 
with the company’s financial state- 
ment.

ST. LOUIS.—The AFL’s big Un- 
ion Label and Industrial Exhibition 
here was dramatic proof of how the 
union label, shop card and button 
have become part of the American 
mainstream, 

Almost every phase of life in the 
U. S. was covered by the more than 
300 union booths and exhibits which 
filled Kiehl auditorium in the 
largest union label exhibit ever 
held. Displays ranged from union 
baked rolls to luxurious heating and 
cooking stoves finished by union 
stove mounters. 

Most eye-dazzling display was a 
huge union painters’ label, over six 
feet high and brilliantly illuminated. 
The International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters’ both showed the all- 
around activities of drivers and 
warehousemen. Medicine, food, clo- 
thing, gasoline, all sorts of con- 
sumer products are handled by the 
teamsters. The teamsters and laun- 
dry workers both used motion pic- 
tures to demonstrate their work. 

One of the busiest booths was the 
Allied Printing Trades Council ex- 
hibit where a union operator, man- 
ning an intertype, set names on 
slugs for the visitors who crowded 
about him. 

Visitors also saw a style show 
staged by the International Ladies’ 
Garment Workers’ Union, watched 
union firefighters give an exciting 
demonstration of their technique, 
and inspected a regular post office 
manned by postal clerks and letter 
carriers in full operation right on 
the floor. 

Thousands of visitors turned out 
to see the 2-week exhibition, which 
was opened here October 29th by 
AFL President William Green in 
ceremonies broadcast over a nation- 
wide radio hookup. 


Redwood Operators 
Stalling, Says

EUREKA, Cal.—AFL Lumber and 
Sawmill Workers today charged 
northern California redwood oper- 
ators are “stalling while the nation 
cries for wood,” and determined to 
tighten boycott of major Humboldt 
and Mendocino mills to force the 
operators back into negotiation to- 
ward settlement of the costly red- 
wood lumber strike today 293 days 
old. 

“Since the operators broke up a 
Federal conciliation effort last 
September 13th in San Francisco by

“But the operators have elected 
to callously spurn the piteous plight 
of the homeless veteran and ignore 
the right of every American citizen 
to a just and decent livelihood by 
refusing to accede to constitution- 
ality guaranteed union conditions.

How the system works has 
been brought out by the House Committee on Surplus Property. 

Its investigation revealed that a Philadelphia junk dealer 
obtained machinery that cost $345,648 for $5,650, or $16.50 
a ton. . 

The first junk dealer sold the machinery to another junk 
dealer for $19 a ton, who passed it along to a third dealer at 

a ton. 
The third dealer sold it to a fourth dealer at $75 a ton, and 
the latter disposed of the machines for $224,657.82. Pa

tion has a rule that materials bought as junk must be sold as 
junk.

The relaxation of controls began 
shortly after V-J Day when Presi- 
dent Truman issued Executive Or- 
der 9599. In the months following 
the issuance of the latter order, the 
government’s “Wage-Price Policy” 
was developed, culminating in the 
issuance of Executive Order 9697 
which unwarrantedly tied wage in- 
creases to price increases. 

All of these restrictions, however, 
have now been abolished, and free 
collective bargaining is again the 
order of the day. It should be 
noted that ever since V-J Day the 
American Federation of Labor has 
consistently stood for the removal 
of all controls, and that it protested 
the basic assumptions of the Ad- 
ministration’s “Wage-Price Policy.” 
The action of the President in this 
regard is thus fully in accord with 
the stand of the A. F. of L.
